AN ACT Relating to elimnating the mandatory retirenent age for
j udges; anendi ng RCW 2. 10. 100; repealing RCW3.74.030; and providing a
contingent effective date.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW2.10.100 and 1995 ¢ 305 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

Retirement of a nenber for service shall be nade by the retirenent
board as foll ows:

(1) Any judge who, on August 9, 1971, or wthin one year
thereafter, shall have conpleted as a judge the years of actual service
requi red under chapter 2.12 RCWand who shall elect to becone a nenber
of this system shall in all respects be deened qualified to retire
under this retirenment system upon the nenber's witten request.

(2) Any nmenber who has conpleted fifteen or nore years of service
may be retired upon the nenber's witten request but shall not be
eligible to receive a retirenent allowance until the nenber attains the
age of sixty years.

(3) ((Any—rerber—who—attatlns—the—age—ob——seventy-fHvevyears—shatbt—be
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4y)) Any judge who involuntarily |eaves service or who 1is
appointed to a position as a federal judge or federal magistrate at any
time after having served an aggregate of twelve years shall be eligible
to a partial retirenment allowance conputed according to RCW 2.10.110
and shall receive this allowance upon the attainment of the age of
sixty years and fifteen years after the beginning of the nmenber's
judicial service.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. RCW 3.74.030 (Mandatory retirenent for
district judges) and 1984 c 258 s 56 & 1969 ex.s. ¢ 6 s 1 are each
r epeal ed.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. This act takes effect January 1, 2008, if
the proposed anendnent to Article 1V, section 3(a) of the state
Constitution (House Joint Resolution No. 4209, elimnating the
mandatory retirenent age for judges) is validly submtted to and is
approved and ratified by the voters at the next general election. |If
t he proposed anendnent is not approved and ratified, this act is void
inits entirety.
